FULTON REPRESENTATIVES 
ARE SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Street Car Company Given 
Authority to Lay Crushed 
Stone Foundation Under 
Gordon Street Tracks. 


General council Monday put an end 
to the agitation to postpone the pro- 
posed bond election by killing a meas- 
ure to repeal the bond ordinance, and 
after this important action adopted an 
ordinance granting the street railway 
company the right to violate the con- 
crete ordinance on Gordon street and 
lay crushed stone foundations under 


their tracks. 

This means that the election for $3,- 
$58,000 for municipal improvements will 
be held on September 30, as originally 
planned. 

It required three presiding officers 
for the meeting. Mayor Pro Tem. I. N. 
Ragsdale was exhausted by the strain, 
and Provisional Mayor Pro Tem. Jim 
Maddox wielded the gavel until a paper 

s introduced in which he was inter- 
sted, and he, in turn, got relief from 
Alderman Albert Thomson. 
Glenn Street Crossing. 

Councilman Sam Freeman, of the 
tenth ward, introduced a resolution that 
was killed, providing for the appoint- 
ment by the chair of a committee of 
three to make investigation to deter- 
mine whether or not there was some 
way to avoid to having a grade crossing 
on Glenn street, where the Southern rail- 
way has been granted a permit to enter 
the Murphy property to be used for 
the Candler warehouse and compress. 

General council received from Mayor 
Woodward a special message putting 
his stamp of approval on the proposed 
Georgia Harvest Festival to be held in 
November, and in which he suggested 
that a committee from council assist the 
promoters in making the affair a suc- 
cess. The body unanimously indorsed 
the movement, and Mayor Pro Tem. 
Ragsdale mamed the following as @ 

mittee to represent general council: 


e H. Hall. 

The measure, which, in effect, meant 
postponing the bond election, brought 
from Alderman Albert Thomson severe 
criticism of the legislators, particular- 
ly those from Fulton, whom, he de- 
clared, had refused to represent the 
city. 

Roast for Legislators. 

A number of charter amendments 
passed by council were submitted to 
the Fulton delegation last month, and 
while they agreed to submit them to 
the general assembly, they would not 
give the bills their personal support, 
it is claimed. 

“T am in favor of carrying out our 
program and holding the bond election 
on September 30, and giving the people 
a chance to express themselves on the 
subject,” said Mr. Thomson. “We can 
also show our legislators what sort of a 
law wehave. We can never pass bonds 
until our constitution is changed so 
that we won't have to get a two-thirds 
vote of the last general election list. 

“We have got to wake up to the facts 
pretty soon, if we expect to build up 
our city. I believe the only reason 
why we can’t get the law changed is 
that certain of the big interests want 
to keep it so that it won't be easy to 
issue bonds. 

“If the waterworks breaks down some 
night and we have trouble, which we 
are liable to encounter at any time, the 
mewspapers will jump on general coun- 
cil and call us every sort of name they 
ean afford to print. For myself, I want 
an alibi when such a thing happens. I 
want it said that I gave the people a 
chance to vote bonds and relieve the 
situation.” 

The fight on the “concrete ordinance,” 
which directs the street railway com- 
pany to lay concrete foundations under 
all their car tracks, was precipitatcd 
by the ordinance of Alderman Armistead 
to relieve the company of complying 
with the ordinance in the matter of 
Gordon street, which has been passed 
up by council to be paved with wood 
block. 

Want Work Completed. 

Mr. Armistead was supported by 
Councilmen White and Dallas, also of 
the seventh ward, who said they were 
representing their constituents,

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AS FULTON JUDGE 


Announces He Will Resign 
City Attorney’s Position 
and Make Race Unless 
Pendleton Offers Again. 


JUDGE NOT YET DECIDED 
WHETHER HE WILL RUN 


If Mayson Should Seek’ 
Election, Council Members 
Believe W. D. Ellis, Jr., 
Would Succeed Him. 


Probably the most important an- 
nouncement of the year in Atlanta and 
Fulton county political circles is that 
James L. Mayson, for the past fifteen 
years city attorney of Atlanta, has, at 
the solicitation of friends and mem- 
bers of the bar, consented to resign as 
city attorney and offer for judge of 
the Fulton superior court. The term 
is for four years. : 

John T. Pendleton, one of the 


J 
Rae ota of the superior court and 
in fhe civil division, is now complet- 
ing his eleventh year on the bench, 
and his term will expire on January 1, 
1917. 

A successor to Judge Pendleton will 
be chosen next summer at the county 
election when other county officers 
will be named. Mr. Mayson’s term as 
city attorney expires on January 1, 
1917. 

Mr. Mayson ennounces that his 
race would be conditioned on whether 
or not Judge Pendleton offers for re- 
election. 

Depends on Pendleton. 

‘It has been my ambition to serve my 
city and county in a larger way than 
as city attorney, and at the solicita-, 
tion of many friends I have said ‘Bar- 
kis is willing,’”’ said Mr. Mayson Mon- 
day. “The matter has been discussed 
for several weeks and I have had it 
under consideration. Whether I will 
make the active race will depend on 
Judge Pendleton’s course. 

“I love the work with the city and 
have taken a keen interest in the mat- 
ters that have passed th th

be perfectly willing to accept. the 
higher office if my friends and the 
people saw fit to honor me with it.” 

Judge Pendleton, when told Mr. May- 
son was being offered by his friends as 
his successor, stated that he had not 
made up his mind as to whether he 
would offer for re-election or not. 

“It is too far ahead for me to make 
any plans yet,” said Judge Pendleton. 
“I don’t know what may transpire be- 
fore the election and so I cannot say at 
this time whether I will retire or again 
offer for re-election.”

Justice Knowles Shot Dead 
as He Was About to Take 
Trolley Car—Very Active 
Against Law Violators.

Providence, R. L, September 6.—Wil- 
lis S. Knowles, for the past several 
years justice of the eighth district 
court, was shot to death today near his 
summer home on Lake Moswansicut, 
in North Scituate.

Tonight the police were searching 
for a man who formerly accompanied 
the justice on hunting expeditions in 
the hope that he may throw some 
light on the personal affairs of the 
dead man that will suggest a motive 
for the killing.

This 
summer he had occupled a bungalow 
on the lake and employed Mrs. Cora 
Wardell as a housekeeper. Mrs. War-

Three Shots Followed.

Justice Knowles was 48 years old 
and unmarried. 

Feared for His Life. 

The police inquiry developed that 
the judge had for some time feared for 
his life. He had confided to intimates 
that he had received threatening let- 
(ters. A month ago he had stated to 
friends that he narrowly escaped be- 
| ing shot when approaching the bunga- 
'low. Publicly he said that he thougher 
| the shots had been fired by a care- 
i less hunter. 
| Two foreigners found in the vicinity 
of the murder were “ detained today, 
| but later were exonerated of any con- 
nection with the crime. 

Justice Knowles was furthering the

Friends of Judge Knowles told the 
police that he recently had said he was 
making many enemies because of his 
activity in forming the organization. 

Justice Knowles was born in Hock- 
ingport, Athens county, Ohio. He en-

; years there. In 1890 he removed to 
| Boston, coming here three years later. 
In 1908 he was elected to the bench.

San Francisco, S¢ptember 6.—Frank 
P. Walsh, chairman of the federal in- 
dustrial relations commission, in an 
address today at the Labor Day exer- 
cises at the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion, predicted that the end of 1915 
would show a beginning of industrial 
democracy when all men and women 
shall be absolutely free. 

Mr. Walsh reviewed the work of the

TO-EVAGUATE RlGA 


Concerted Move by Land 
and Sea Against the Im- 
portant Baltic Seaport 
Seems to Be Imminent. 


GERMANS CUT RAILWAY 
TO THE SOUTH OF RIGA 


South of Grodno the Aus- 
tro-Germans Claim Furth- 
er Gains Against Russians. 
Artillery Duel inthe West 
Continues Unabated. 


London, September 6.—The menace 
to Riga, the Russian Baltic seaport, 
is becoming more serious. The Ger- 
mans still hold the bridgehead at 
Friedrichstadt, the occupation of which 
effectively cut off the Riga’s railway 
communication to the south, while Ger- 
man aircraft are active in the gulf, 
perhaps presaging another naval clash 
as part of a concerted German land 
and sea move to complete the isolation 
of the city and fofe its abandonment 
by the Russians. 

According to an unofficial Berlin 
dispatch, received by way of Copen- 
hagen, the Germans claim possession of 
the gulf, the Russians having aban- 
doned Dagoe, the northernmost of the 
three islands just outside the gulf. 

Berlin's official communication today 
claims no further progress by Von Hin- 
denburg from the Baltic to Grodno, 
but thence southward the armies of 
Prince Leopold and Field Marshal von 
Mackensen are said to be moving for- 
ward, while the Austrian official state- 
ment covering the battle line farther 
south and east records nothing but 
Teutonic gains. 

The great artillery duel in the west 
foes on unabated with the French, and 
presumably the British, the aggressors. 
The fact that it has continued for a 
fortnight unabated leads to the belief 
in some quarters that it may mean 
preparation for an allied offensive be- 
fore the approach of cold weather. The

RUSSIANS STOP 
TEUTON ATTACKS. 


| Petrograd, September 6.—(Via Lon- 


'don, September 7, 3:42 a. m.)—A war 


office statement today reads: 
“On the front from Riga to Dvinsk 


| there is no essential change. Between 
|} the Sventa and the Viliya rivers and 

between the Viliya and the Niemen 
|} conditions are unchanged. 

“In the middle Niemen region, near 
the villages of Meretch and Peski, the 
Germans in the course of the night of 
the 4th and on the following day at- 
tempted to develop their offensive. The 
fighting here continues. 

“On the Niemen toward the south as 
far as the Pripet river our armies oc- 
cupy their former positions. The ene- 
my has made very strong attempts at 
an offensive since the morning of the 
5th in the region of Volkozksk, along 
the railway from Sedletz to Hasselda, 
in the region of Khomsk and along 
the railway leading to Pinsk, in the 
'Drogotchine region. All these attempts 
| have been stopped by our troops. 
| “On the remainder of this front only 
(rear guard engagements are reported.

| “South of Polessie the enemy con- 
| tinues to concentrate his main efforts 
on the roads from the region of Lutsk 
toward Dubno and Rovno, where the 
general situation remains unchanged. 
During our local attack near the vil- 
lage of Vorsine we took ag prisoners 
eight officers and 300 men. 

“On the Sereth attempts to assume 
the offensive, sometimes by us and 
sometimes by the enemy, have been re- 
ported. The enemy’s attempts had no 
appreciable results. In this region we 
captured four machine guns and 400 
soldiers.” 


GERMANS REPORT 
FEW CHANGES. 


Berlin, September 6.—(By Wireless 
to Tuckerton, N. J.)\—Few changes in 
the situation are reported in today’s 
report by German army headquarters 
on war operations. The report is as 
follows: 

“From the Baltic to the eastward of 
Grodno the situation is unchanged. 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg’s right 
wing is nearing the Niemen river. 

“The armies of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria, fighting with the enemy’s rear 
guards, are advancing across the Ros, 
south of Wolkowyak and have passed 
the swamp defiles near Smolaniza, 
northeast of Pruziana. 

“The armies of Field 
Mackensen are advancing. 

“No important events have occurred 
in the western theater of war. An 
enemy biplane was shot down on the 
road from Menin to Ypres,”

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OF SINKING OF HESPERIAN 


°6 PERSONS LOST 
WHEN TORPEDO 
STRUCK HESPERIAN 


Thirteen Passengers and 
Thirteen Members of Crew 
Missing as Result of At- 
tack on the Liner. 


AFFIDAVITS ARE TAKEN 
BY AMERICAN CONSUL 


Passengers and Crew Con- 
fident That the Liner Was! 
Attacked Without Warn- 
ing by German Undersea 
Boat. 


Queenstown, September 6.—Six sec- 
ond cabin passengers, six third cabin 
passengers and thirteen of the crew 
of the steamer Hesperian, torpedoed 
150 miles off Queenstown Saturday, 
were unaccounted for tonight, accord- 
ing to revised official figures issued by 
the Allan line. This brings the prob- 
able death list, including Miss Car- 
berry, of St. Johns, New Foundland, 
whose body is here, up to twenty-six. 

Torpedoed, Says Captain, 

The captain of the stricken liner re- 
mained by his ship until it sank. He 
declined to comment on the disaster for 
publication, hence the official state- 
ment as to whether fie believes his ship 
was a victim of a torpedo or a mine 
must come from the admiralty, al- 
though the captain is quoted as hav- 
ing told an Allan line official today 
that the Hesperian was torpedoed. 

Most of the survivors, passengers 
and crew, will leave Queenstown to- 
morrow by special--train -and-.boat for 


Liverpool. 

Captain Main and the officers who 
remained aboard the steamer while 
efforts were being made to tow the 
liner to port were able to save some 
of their effects before the ship plunged 
to the bottom. 78 miles southwest off! 
Fastnet, not far from the scene of the/ 
attack, taking with her 3,545 bags of 
mail, much of it originating in neutral 
countries. 

The flooding of the forward com- 
partments, which caused the Hesperian 
to sink so much by the head-as to 
throw the propellers out of the water, 
made the task of towing the liner to 
Queenstown impossible in the rough 
sea. 

The missing second cabin passengers 
are Miss Bannister, Mrs. Fisher, Joseph 
Fowler, Mrs. Hannah Fowler,’ Maria 
Jenkins and Miss Murray. 

No Warning Given. 


Mr. Hamilton, a saloon passenger, 
describing his experiences, said: 

“No warning whatever was given be- 
fore the torpedo was fired. Suddenly 
aboatswain cried: ‘Submarine on the; 
starboard bow.’ Almost simultaneously 
the torpedo struck. 

“IT entered a boat with fifty others. 
The boat took the water a2afely but 
seemed to leak badly. Why it was I 
cannot say, but it was necessary to de- 
tail two members of the crew to bail 
constantly. The women behaved well 
and there was no appreciable panic 
aboard the steamer. We were in the 
boat about two hours before we were 
rescued.” 

Among the second-class passengers 
were more than 100 women and chil- 
dren, 

It is reported here that asailing ves- 
sel was torpedoed about the same time 
as the Hesperian. 


SHIP TORPEDOED, 
PASSENGERS SAY. 


London, September 6.—The sinking 
of the Hesperian in deep water prob- 
ably will prevent an investigation to 
determine whether the disaster re- 
sulted from a submarine’s. torpedo or 
from a mine. Passengers and crew 
assert positively that the vessel 
was struck by a torpedo, but thus far 
no statement has been. obtained from 
any one who saw a submarine, or a 
torpedo. 

The American embassy.-is receiving 
reports from Wesley Frost,: American 
counsel at Queenstown, on the question 
whether warning was ‘given to. the 
liner. Persons so far seen by Mr. Frost | 
state that no warning was given. 

Mr. Frost reported that he had taken | 
affidavits of the two American stew- | 
ards on the Hesperian, Barney Mac- 
Millan, of Grand Rapids, Mich. and a 
man named Dallas, of Buffalo. 

Lieutenant Lewis B. McBride, naval 
attache of the American embassy, was 
on his way to Queenstown to collect 
evidence before he was aware that the 
vessel had sunk. Ambassador Page had 
instructed Lieutenant McBride to in- 
spect the hull.

British Admiralty Believes

Without Warning, But 


Has Not Officially So An- 
nounced. 


WASHINGTON IS HOPING 
GERMANY WILL EXPLAIN 


High Officials Loath to Be- 
lieve the Solemn Promise 
So Recently Given by the 
German Government Has 
Been Deliberately Broken. 


Washington, September 6.—Nothing 
in today’s advices regarding the sink- 
ing of the Allan liner Hesperian served 
to change the waiting attitude of the 
American government. Judgment is 
suspended pending complete informa- 
tion and in spite of the statement of 
che Hesperian’s captain that his ship 
was the victim of a torpedo and had 
no warning, high officials here are 
not disposed to question the good faith 
of recent unqualified assurances from 
the German government that her sub- 
marine commanders had been ordered 
to attack no more liners without 
warning. 

Reports during the day from Ambas- 
sador Page at London added few de- 
tails to the story told in the brief 
cablegram in which Consul Frost at 
Queenstown last night announced that 
the vessel had been torpedoed with a 
loss of about eight lives, none of them 
American. The consul’s statement that 
the ship carried on her stern a 4.7-inch 
gun went uamended, though the Allan 
line officials have declared that she 
had no gun when she left Montreals 

May Have Struck Mine. 

News that the crippled Hesperian 
had foundered while being convoyed 
toward Queenstown dissipated the 
hope that an examination of her hull 
might prove beyond a doubt the nature 
of the wrecking explosion. The fact 
that the vessel was struck forward 
when well outside the zone in which 
the German submarines usually oper- 


) ate has caused some veteran naval 
| officers here to advance the theory 


that she struck a drifting mine. It is 
pointed out that Consul Frost report- 
ed that while the. British admiralty 


believed the ship was torpedoed with- 


out warning, there had been no officia} 
announcement to that effect and thar 
none of the accounts of the disaster 
speak of a submarine being sighted. 

This being Labor day, a national 
holiday, all the government depart- 
ments were closed. President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing received copies 
of Ambassador Page’s dispatches, how- 
ever, and read carefully al] newspa- 
per reports from London and Queens- 
town.

: Newspapers abstain from comment- 
ing, aside from advising their readers, 
in the terms of a_ semi-officia] an- 
nouncement, to await more details, but 
in the headlines they indicate strong 
doubt as to the accuracy of the press 
accounts of the cireumstances, particu- 
larly as to whether the steamer was 
torpedoed as described in the dis- 
patches, “torpedoed” being printed with 
a question mark, and one or two pa- 
pers using in their headlines “German 
torpedo or British mine?” 

No report on the Hesperian from 
German official sources need be ex- 
pected for at least a week, as the sub- 
marines operating in the waters off 
that particular part of the British 
coast belong to a detachment recently 
sent out. 

The admiralty had nothing to say to- 
day when asked whether any report 
had been received on the Arabic or 
whether the missing submarine had ree 
turned or was considered lost. 

The sinking of the liner wag 
officially commented upon to this ef- 
fect:

FRENCH EXPECT

The resolutions, styled “a new decla- 
ration of independence,” made no for- 
mal demand for an embargo on war 
munitions, but declared for the free- 
dom of the seas to all commerce, in- 
cluding that with all belligerent na- 
tions, and opposed manufacture of 
death-dealing implements for profit. 

The officers were also instructed to 
draw up bills embodying these princi- 
ples for presentation to the next con- 
gress. 

An Anglo-German Clasp. 

The best applause gathering incident 
of the convention was when Jeremiah 
A. O'Leary, of New York, one of the 
speakers, called Rev. G. C. Berkemeir, a 
German-American delegate, and Rev 
J. H. S. Somerville, an Anglo-Ameri- 
can delegate, to the speaker's stand an‘ 
requested them to clasp hands as a 
visible refutation of the charges that 
the convention was a pro-German gath- 
ering. 

Rev. Berkemeir, a Lutheran minister, 
clasped Rev. Somerville, an Episcopa- 
lian rector, in his arms and kissed him 
on both cheeks.

WILSON POLICIES 


Former President Doesn’t 
Like the Course Pursued_ 
in Philippines — Anarchy 
in Mexico Partly Charged 
to Wilson. 


San Francisco, September 6.—William 
H. Taft, in an address before the Com- 
monwealth Club of California, severely 
critcised Governor General Harrison's 
administration of the Philippines. 

Mr. Taft said that Governor Harrison, 
whom he designated “a Tammany con- 
gressman of long standing,” knew 
nothing about the Philippines, their 
people, or their problem, and that his 
first act in office was to place himself 
under the virtual control of Manuel 
Quezon, a delegate to congress from 
the islands and a “Filipino politician 
of not the highest standing in the 
Philippines.” 

The wholesale removal of important, 
able and experienced American offi- 
cials of the government to make room 
for Filipno officeholders was decided 
on by Governor Harrison, said Mr. 
Taft, after counsel with Quezon and 
Mr. Osmena, speaker of the national 
assembly. 


Effect Styled Distressing. 

“The effect on the whole service,” 
continued Mr. Taft, “was so distress- 
ing that Mr. Harrison felt obliged to 
announce that he was not going to be 
as radical as reported.” 

In general, the Philippine situation 
is such, he said, “that a continuation 
of the policy now being pursued in the 
islands might eventually demand the 
intervention of the American govern- 
ment in much the same manner as the 
present Mexican situation. 

The passage of the Jones bill, whose 
chief purpose, Mr. Taft said, was to 
make a declaration that the United 
states intended to give up the islands 
to an independent Philippine govern- 
ment when a stable government is es- 
tablished, would make the work ‘of 
“deterioration” complete. , 
“What is the use of foolirg the Fili- 
pinos by such a declaration?” he asked. 
“IT am in favor of turning the islands 
over to their people when they are 
reasonably fitted for self-government 
but this will not be for two genera- 
tions, until the youths of the islands 
are educated in English and until the 
present pernicious lack of self-restraint 
and sacrifice of public weal to politi- 
cal pelf and preferment are cured by a 
longer training in partial self-govern- 
ment.” 

Mexican Policy Attacked. 


_ Immediate developments in the Mex- 
ican situation claimed Mr. Taft’s at- 
tention for.a moment. 

“Our policy of so-called but  mis- 
called watchful waiting has dragged on 
greatly to the detriment of all con- 
cerned,” he said. “Now the anarchy 
for which we are in part responsible 
has developed raids into the United 
States and the killing of our own peo- 
ple with the very weapons of war 
which our unwise lifting of the em- 
bargo against the importation of arms 
into Mexico furnished our assailants. 

“[ only refer to our Mexican policy 
by way of illustration in warning you 
that the poliey now being pursued in 
the Philippines of which we hear so 
little in the noise and excitement of 
the European war, is in the end likely 
to return to plague us and command 
our attention as much as Mexican af- 
airs are thrusting themselves upon us 
now.

Laredo, Texas, September 6.—Addi- | 
tional dispatches received today 
garding the fall of Saltillo Satur 
say Obregon’s forces attacked from the 
southeast while part of the forces of 
Trevino poured in a heavy artillery fire 
from the northwest. 

After a stubborn resistance for more 
than two weeks the Villa forces were 


compelled to evacuate the city. They 
retreated toward Torreon, traveling 
across the desert, the railway to Pare- 
don having fallen into the hands of 
the Carranza troops, cutting off retreat 
in that direction. Almost simultane- 
ously with the battle before Saltillo 
the forces of Trevino forced the Villa 
troops beyond Paredon and secured 
control of that hitherto impregnable 
stronghold.

Brownsville, Texas, September 6.— 
Announcement that General Carranza

General Nafarette said that if he had 
to deal only with the American mili- 
tary authorities, the Carranza and 
United States troops could work in 
harmony but that if the Texas rangers 
continued to work along the river 
fronts they would be causing trouble 
all the time.

The Columbus Chamber of Commerce 
has received a number of letters from 
newspaper people in different sections 
of the country who had read that the 
morning field here had been vacated 
and who wished to Know if there was 
room for a morning newspaper here. 

Local newspaper people not at pres- 
ent connected with any daily publica- 
tion have been urged to enter the 
morning field, and over $20,000 of 
stock has been pledged in a tentative 
way in the suggested company; but 
the parties referred to, although given 
this encouragement, have reached no 
decision in the matter. 

The Enquirer-Sun, which was estab- 
lished in 1828, and which has been pub- 
lished as a daily for half a century, an- 
nounced that it abandoned the morning 
field because it found it no longer 
profitable, and its publishers believed 
that an afternoon paper would pay. 
The Columbus Ledger has been occu- 

ying the afternoon field since 1886. 
he rivalry between the two afternoon 
papers is spirited and naturally the 
public is much interested. 

Practically all the stock in The En- 
quirer-Sun company is owned by Judgo 
5S. P Gilbert, who bought the proper- 
ty from the late C. I. Groover. Ralph 
R. Buvinger, the manager of the pa- 
per, is owner of The Meridian, Miss., 
Star and is publisher of The Mobile, 
Ala., Item, both afternoon papers. He 
is partial to the afternoon field, and 
it is said to have been on his sugges- 
tion that the hour of publication of 
The Enaulrer-Sun was changed. 

The press report situation here is 
rather unusual, being the outgrowth 
of the former Situation. The En- 
quirer-Sun formerly had the Ags- 
sociated Press for the morning and 
The Ledger had the same service for 
the afternoon, the latter paper using 
the United Press report for its Sun- 
day morning edition. The Enquirer- 
Sun now gets the United Press report 
for its afternoon editions and retains 
the Associated Press service for its 
Sunday morning edition. The Ledger 
receives the Associated Press report 
for the afternoon and use United Press 
reports for Sunday morning, the press 
report situation for one issue of the 
week thus being completely reversed 

In the meantime Columbus people 
are not suffering for morning newspa- 
pers, as two or three of the leading 
morning papers of the state are paying 
special attention to this field. The 
Atlanta Constitution has established 
a bureau here and is carrying a de- 
partment of Columbus news each day. 


Panama Kind of Justice 
Results In a Protest 
By the United States 


Panama, September 6.—The United 
States government, through William J. 
Price, the American minister to Pan- 
ama, today filed a protest with the gec- 
retary of foreign relations relative to 
the alleged miscarriage of justice in 
the cases of Corporal Langdon, of the 
United States coast artillery, who was 
killed by a Colon police lieutenant last 
April, and of another soldier shot later 
during a fight in the restricted dis- 
trict of Panama, The assailant of 
neither was arrested. A conference 
was held last Saturday by the foreign 
secretary and the minister of justice to 
determine who was to blame for ar- 
rests not having been made. The con-

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MEETING THE BOLL WEEVIL. 


Discovery of the Mexican cotton boll 


» weevil in fields in the southwestern section 


of the state, announced by officials of the 


state department of entomology, will occa- 


sion no surprise. In fact, the remarkable 
feature about it is that the arrival of this 
inevitable pest of the cotton plant has been 
The history of its rate of 


weather and crop conditions have been such 
as to delay its coming until now. 

The delay has been a fortunate one for 
the cotton planters of Georgia, for it has 
not only enabled them to make good crops 
the past three years, but has given them 
opportunity to prepare for the invasion 
which they have turned to good advantage. 

Both the Georgia and national depart- 
ments of entomology have been active in 
assisting this work of preparation. Under 
the direction of Secretary E. Lee Worsham, 
of the Georgia department, cotton breeding 
clubs have been organized throughout the 
tier of southwest Georgia counties where 
the attacks were first anticipated, with the 
result that strains of cotton have been de- 
veloped which will resist ordinary diseases 
and, through early maturity, will meet, in 
large measure, the conditions brought 
about by the appearance of the boll weevil. 

Observations of the work done in Geor- 
gia preparatory to the-advent of the weevil, 
made by officials of the national entomo- 
logical department, have elicited from them 
the assertion that Georgia’s preparations 
for meeting the attack are better and prom- 
ise greater efficiency in the results attained 
than those heretofore made by any other 
state. 

Because of the splendid advance work 
done, there will be no occasion for grave 
alarm. The department of entomology has 
the situation well in hand, and is prepared 
to tell and show cotton planters exactly 
what to do to minimize the destructive 
work of the pest. Planters in the southern 
and southwestern sections of the state have 
been advised and urged to pick all cotton 
as soon as possible, and to destroy all 
plants in the fields by October 1. This 
precautionary measure is designed to get 
rid of the insects and thereby greatly re- 
duce the number of them which will attack 
next year’s crop. This plan will involve the 
sacrifice of a small top crop, but will insure 
more freedom from injury nex® year. Quar- 
antine measures will also be applied to 
prevent the advance of the pest, in so far 
as is possible, into other counties. 

It is inevitable that the boll weevil will 
do damage in Georgia, but with the prepara- 
tions made. against it, the injury will be 
small in comparison to that done in Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi, upon the first 
invasions of those states. - 

Georgia has, through her preparedness, 
avoided the period of extensive devastation 
which those states suffered and will begin 
where they are today, able to make a good 
crop in spite of the weevil’s presence.

THE SHORT BALLOT. 


The New York-constitutional convention, 
now in session in Albany, proposes to give 
that state a fundamental law that will elim- 
inate “boss rule,” or what has been de- 
scribed as “invisible government.” Ex- 
Senator Root fathered the plan, which has 
been adopted by the convention. 

A part of the program to that end is the 
substitution of the “short” for the “long” 
ballot, or the removal of certain officials 
from election by the people and making 
them subject to executive appointment. It 
is proposed to apply this method principally 
to ‘the statehouse officers or those com- 
parable in a state government to the presi- 
dent’s cabinet, which, as is well known, is 


* appointive. 
It is not contended that the short ballot | 


will wholly eliminate the bosses, but Sen- 
ator Root’s view is that by concentrating 
the power in the hands of a few men who 
are directly responsible to the people, the 
bosses would lose much of their power and 
better and more satisfactory government 
from the public standpoint would follow. 

If the new constitution of New York con- 
taining this far-reaching provision is rati- 
fied by the people, a long step will have been 
taken in the establishment of a political 
freedom such as the New York public have 
not known in many years. 


ALL SORTS OF A MAN. 


An interesting and amusing pen portrait 
of the kaiser is that of an Englishman, 
written several years prior to the present 
war, and now published in a volume entitled 
“Prophets, Priests and Kings.” 

In this the war lord is viewed from all 
angles, with the general summary that he 
stands, facing the modern world, the symbol 
of medievalism in the heart of the twen- 
tieth century. 

His Napoleonic pose in the world-war 
has brought to light certain traits of that 
great warrior which are natural to him— 
his curiosity and interest in,the little things 
of the life of his empire. Here is the 
picture: 


The kaiser’s view of his divine 
function extends to every phase of life. 
There is nothing in which he cannot 
instruct his people. He will snatch the 
baton from the incompetent conductor 
and show him how to lead the orches- 
tra, the brush from the incompetent 
artist and show him how to paint. He 
can cook a dinner as skillfully as he 
can preach a sermon, draw 2 cartoon, 
write an opera, play the piano, or talk 
in five languages. And who will forget 
his amazing letter to Admiral Holl- 
mann on the “higher criticism,” in reply 
to Professor Delitzsch? Even trade 
does not escape him, and the famous 
pottery .works which he, has founded 
an@é carries on at Cardinen are a source 
of delighted labor to him. He has es- 
tablished a shop in Berlin to dis8pose of 
his wares, and he will take an order on 
the cuff of his shirt sleeve with the 
promptness of a commercial traveler. 


He has imparted the spirit of his amaz- 
ing efficiency to the army and the people 
generally, and has taught them how to 
make trifles tower in the light of progress— 
to dignify the seemingly unimportant things 
and give them value in the scheme of 
empire. 

And this, too, he has accomplished: A 
correspondent, writing from Germany of an 
interview with an old German peasant 
woman, says these people name the kaiser 
in the same breath with God: “We cannot 
fail to win this war,” they say, “for God is 
with our good kaiser!” 

Left to them, they would kiss his hands 
clean of the blood of Belgium, or find there 
no crimson stain at all. “‘The king can do 
no wrong” was never better illustrated than 
in their attitude. 

So, whether he is showing them how to 


keel their pots or kill their enemies he is 


supreme and all-efficient over all—militarist, 
statesman, preacher, commercialist—any- 
thing and everything to meet the occasion. 

To them his efficiency in everything ex- 
cept a world-war had been tried, and not 
found wanting. And now it meets the mili- 
tant test in a war he religiously blames on 
every other king and cause in Christendom!

is a sublime day!” 

But it was not unqualified comment, for 
the emperor had the grace and gratitude to 
add: “How wonderfully God has assisted 
us!” 

Beyond the broken barriers of that city, 
a shadowy outline in the battle-clouded day, 
homeless thousands stumbled over the dead 
who had paid the price of that victory— 
men, women with babes at breast fleeing 
from the storm. 

That was the picture the war lord did 
not see; or, seeing, he did not include it in 
his thanksgiving to God for that “sublime 
day.” 

Where once stood the now-desolate 
homes of these people there were firesides 
where they knelt to thank God for their sub- 
lime days of peace; for the benediction of 
heaven upon the homes that sheltered their 
loved ones; for the strength of toil, and the 
harvests that brought bread to them. 
These made up another price paid for the 
king’s “sublime day.” 

They took the God of their prayers with 
them, in simple faith that He would sustain 
and watch over them in their wanderings; 
but could they say amen to the thanksgiv- 
ing rendered to the king’s God? 

Or to that of all the kings in concert? 

For there is no king of them all who 
would not thank God for this same victo- 
rious desolation; who does not see his 
God’s face in the gleam of his sword and 
the phantom forms of angels fighting on 
his side. 

Not a war king of them all who would 
not make the sign of the Cross in the holy 
water of the world’s tears, unremembering 
that he himself had caused those tears to 
flow. 

It has been the way of the kings of war 
since first they sought to make the world 
a wilderness, or its liberty their footstool. 

From savage days to this enlightened 
day of savagery—from infidel to Christian— 
it has been but one way: They have 
thanked their God or gods for the temples 
they have destroyed—for the homes whose 
altars they have leveled with the dust—for 
the lives they have sacrificed to their am- 
bition. 

How long will the world be called upon 
to weep over their “sublime” days? How 
long will the darkness of War’s triumph 
drown the light of Liberty? 

The only sublimity in all this sad 
pageantry is the patience of the People: 
the only hope is that this may be the 
world’s last war—a war whose bitter les- 
sons time will not obliterate, but through 
which the vindication of the People will 
come in the light of a greater Liberty’s

WAR PRISONERS IN HOLLAND 


Coane and’ Actiobte af tn 
terned Soldiers. 


By Louis P. Lochner, Secretary Ameri- 
can Peace Society. 


(By the Survey Press Bureau.) 
More than 35,000 soldiers of three nation- 


alities—EBelgian, German and English—have | 


fallen from the skies or have been driven 
across the frontier into Dutch territory since 
the outbreak of the European war. For the 
32,000 interned Belgian soldiers there are 
two kinds of camps. In one, of which Har- 
derwyk, with its 13,000 men, may serve 
an example, the administration is entirely in 
the hands of Dutch officers, with General H. 
Loke at the head; in camps of the other type, 
as at Oldebroek, there is a system of self- 
fovernment, the Dutch commandmant mere- 
ly supervising. 

Life inside the camp is by no means dull. 
The big circus tent at Harderwyk hints at 
one form of amusement. Bowling alleys 
with “home-made” pins, furnish another. 
Then there is shot putting and discus throw- 
ing and wrestling and boxing. The camp 
also includes a moving picture theater and 
a vaudeville house, in which performances 
are given about three times a week, partly 
by outside performers, but more frequently 
by home tatent. 

Wives, Mothers and Sweethearts. 

Even feminine company is not wanting. 
Nunspeet, a Belgian refugee camp, is near 
IHiarderwyk, and the wives, mothers and 
Sweethearts of the interned soldiers are al- 
lowed in the camp between 8:30 a. m. and 
0:00 p. m. At Oldebroek, where there are 
2,300 soldiers, the Dutch government has 
erected barracks for the wives and children 
of the soldiers immediately outside the camp, 
and during certain hours the families are 
allowed to roam about by themselves in the 
neighboring woods and fields. 

The living accommodations at the camps 
consist of barracks of rough timber, housing 
about 200 soldiers each. A camp bed, folded 
back during the day, is constructed of boards. 
Adjacent to the barracks are washing rooms 
with running hot and cold water. In addi- 
tion, there is usually a spacious bathhouse 
with hundreds of shower baths. 

The camp at Harderwyk enjoys the. dis- 
tinction of harboring a hundred professors 
who in better days lectured at Brussels, 
Ghent, Antwerp and other Belgian seats of 
learning. I observed many ae professor 
throwing himself whole-heartedly into the 
task of teaching elementary geometry, as- 
tronomy Or agriculture; ves, even the mys- 
teries of the alphabet. At Oldebroek a spe- 
cial effort is now being made to provide vo- 
cational education. 

Amateurs in Art. 

The German camp is in general similar to 
the Belgian both in equipment and activi- 
ties. A dilettante artist and sculptor was 
among those interned. He was forthwith 
dubbed “herr professor,” and pressed into 
service to teach the others how to draw por- 
traits of Hindenburg (every “barrack had at 
least one pieture of this popular idol), and 
how to carve wooden objects of art. 

A German without music is almost un- 
thinkable. It was not long before a phono- 
&raph arrived from Germany, and a Bergen 
resident loaned her piano. This is not all. 
It so happens that the wife of the burgo- 
master of Bergen is a German woman. Frau 
Van Reenen will never be forgotten by these 
sons of the Fatherland. From time to time 
she arranges for out-of-town musicians to 
furnish a program. She has also made it 
possible for the soldiers to attend chapel on 
Sundays, where a pastor from Amsterdam 
preaches to them in their native language. 

It is typical of the sympathetic nature of 
the Dutch that arrangements have been 
made for a number of wives of the 
soldiers to come to Bergen as domestics. 
Their husbands are allowed to visit them. 
and in One case, when the arrival of a baby 
made it difficult for the mother to do 
house-work, a special permit was granted 
the soldier to come to the family daily from 


eight in the morning until seven in the even- 


ing, and to perform the duties of nurse girl 
while his wife fulfilled her obligations. 

By far the best appointed of the camps 
is that of the 1,500 British prisoners—mostly

“We smoke far more 
than is good for us,”,runs the general com- 
ment. 

“Timber Town.” 

The exterior of the camp presents a finished 
appearance. The barracks are constructed 
like those for other nationalities, to be sure, 
but at Groningen the coat of green and 
white paint gives this “timber town,” as the 
Icnglish “navvy” fondly calls it, a more home- 
like appearance than have the other camps 
Window-boxes here and there and gardens 
throughout the camp add further to the com- 
fort of the place. Even the shamrock is 
blooming before the mess of the Irish ma- 
rines, who have, as a matter of course, been 
assigned to duty as cooks. 

As might be expected, the English at once 
turned to sports as their principal diversion, 
or, as one of them put it, as “the brightest 
side of camp life.’ Chiefly through the in- 
strumentality of the chaplain, himself an ar- 
dent sportsman, an athletic club, a boxing 
club, a class in gymnastics and a tennis club 
were formed. Through an arrangement with 
the Dutch government some 200 of the men 
are permitte@ to attend Dutch universities. 

As in the other camps, the arts and crafts 
play an important part, the British govern- 
ment furnishing an unlimited supply of 
leather and fancy woods. Net-making. has 
also been undertaken, and orders have al- 
ready been received and executed for trawl 
and herring nets, hammocks, football and 
tennis nets, and small string bags. A de-

Thus the wonderful service which Holland 
has shouldered for non-combatants is ex- 
tended to combatants who have been swept 
upon her soil. And what thanks does she re- 
ceive for shouldering an obligation which 
she did nothing to incur’? Said a Dutch of- 
ficer of high rank to me: “Not long ago a 
Dutch vessel was held up by the British and 
all its cargo seized, not because it was con- 
traband, but because it was a welcome source 
of supply to England. The empty boat was 
then released. On the way across the chan- 
nel it was torpedoed by the Germans. And 
now the British courts hold that, since the 
vessel would have been torpedoed anyway, 
England need not pay for the cargo!” ‘This 
is but one of the many, many instances that 
show the sufferings of this innocent nation.

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HAS SUMTER COUNTY LOST OUT 
IN THE STATE ROAD FUND CASE? 
Has Sumter county lost “coming and go- 
ing,” so to speak, in her suit to compel Sec- 
retary of State Phil Cook to pay her some- 
$1,000 as her share of the 


state road fund? 

This question has been raised 
cussed considerably - at the _ state 
Whatever the answer may be, the facts in 
the case seem to be about as follows: 

In Sumter county are some 450 automo- 
biles. Of this number about 135 registered. 
This is less than 90 per cent ,of the number 
of cars in the county. The state automobile 


license tax law stipulates that the secretary 
of state shall decline to pay to a county any 
money out of the fund derived from the 
sale of automobile license tags unless that 
county shall have registered at least 99 per 
cent of its machines. 

At the same time that 
mandamus proceedings against 
collect her share of the money, she alleges 
that the law is unconstitutional. The same 
petition, it is said, admits that less than 90 
per cent of the machines in Sumter county 
are registered. 

Ergo— 

If less than 90 per cent of the machines 
are registered, the law says, “No money.”

(American Public Health Bulletin.) 

The increasing waste of American vitality 
and of life from the degenerative diseases 
among wage-earners and other classes is 
rapidly reaching the magnitude of a national 
menace. 

Warships, forts, guns, munitions for na- 
tional defense are now topics of serious pub- 
lic concern—and very properly so. 

3ut how about the American men? How 
long can the republic endure with the phys- 
ical fitness of its defenders steadily de- 
clining? 7 

Hiow long can we hope successfully to 
maintain our future struggles of both peace 
and war with the proportion of inactive, 
flabby-muscled, low-powered Americans con- 
stantly increasing? 

In three decades the death rate has in- 
creased nearly 100 per cent from the break- 
ing down or wearing out of the heart, arte- 
: (including apoplexy). 

We lose about 400,000 Americans annually 
from these Gegenerative diseases, 

In one decade (1900-1910) this increase 
in the registration states ranged from 17 
per cent to 38 per cent, and in widely sepa- 
rated large cities from 20 to 53 per cent. 

In ten years, ending 1900, the indicated 
increase among over four million workmen 
was: 

Manufacturing industries 54 per cent. 

Laborers and servants 37 per cent. 

Farmers and other outdoor workers 66 per 
cent. 

The physical examinations of groups by 
the Life Extension Institute sustain the ver- 
dict of the statistics as to degenerative ten- 
dencies. 

This increasing mortality occurs in 
and rural districts and in both native and 
foreign population. It has caused the gen- 
eral death rate to increase at all ages above 
group 40-45. This surprising condition 
local to America. It is not found in England 
or in kindred nations. 

There are constantly at least 
lion Americans in the “development period” 
of these preventable or deferable discases. 
This period ranges from a few weeks to sev- 
eral years, during which the disease may be 
checked or cured if discovered periodic 
health examinations or otherwise. 

The most of these people are drifting into 
disease unknowingly. They uninformed. 
unwarned. How much longer can philanthro- 
py and the state continue to ignore this ex- 
cessive drain upon national vitality? 

Is a life saved from tuberculosis of 
more value to the family or the state 
a life saved from Bright’s disease? 

If the state can afford to fight germ dis- 
eases why not degenerative diseases? If it 
can teach community hygiene to check one, 
why not individual hygiene to check the 
other? 

This problem of individual hygiene should 
be vigorously and permanently taken up by 
the public health service, public schools ana 
ether educational agencies.

COLUMBUS HAS MODERN 


NE STC HTL 


Handsome Nine-Story Building | 
Just Completed by At- 


lanta Contractors. 


Columbus, Ga., September 6.—(Spe-' 
cial.)—For many years Columbus has_ 
ardently desired a modern, high-class 
skyscraper hotel. The city now has 
such an institution, the Hotel Ralston, 
consisting of nine stories and a roof 
garden, having just been completed. 
And it now looks as if the peopie of 
Columbus will pay the contractors who 
erected the building from $50,000 to 
$60,000 for their faith and enterprise 
in putting up the building, the contrac- 
tors virtually being the owners of the 
structure. There is still a slim chance 
to save the property for the stock- 
holders, but.ik does not seem very en- 
couraging. 

The Southern Ferro-Concrete com- 
pany, of Atlanta, the contractor for 
the erection of the building, has re- 
ceived $50,000 in cash from the Colum- 
bus Georgia Hotel Company, com- 
posed principally of Columbus citizens, | 
who subscribed for stock in the com- 
pany partly as an investment, but 
principally as a matter of public 
spirit, although some of the individual 
stock subscriptions were substantial. 
There is still due the contractor $107,- 
000 on the contract. There are still 
outstanding in subscriptions, etc., 
items aggregating perhaps $10,000 and 
suits have been entered on a few of 
them. 

Of course, the hotel building stands 
back of the contractor as security, and 
it looks now as if the Southern Ferro- 
Concrete company will get the build- 
ing itself for $50,000 or more in cash 
for erecting it. The building has 
ninety-two rooms and a hall which can 
be used for balls and conventions. It 
is built of reinforced concrete with 
brick facing and stone trim and the 
construction is described as absolutely 
fire-proof. 

The new hotel has been leased for! 
ten years to Charles Johnson, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and associates and will 
be soon opened and will be operated 
no matter to whom the building be- 
longs. The fund for furniture and 
furnishings was raised largely through | 
the efforts of Columbus women com- 
posing the Civic Development society. | 
The furniture has been purchased and. 
part of it has been received and mobre |! 
is on the way. 

Columbus now has its new hotel, 
and a very creditable one, too, al- 
though the apparent price to be paid 
by .the public-spirited stockholders is 
rather steep. In the meantime, since 
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scon Cargill, for whom the new hotel 
is named, two other hotels have been 
built and existing hotels have been. 
enlarged and improved.

California Youth Clearly 
Outplays Title Holder and 
‘Meets McLoughlin for the 
Title Today in New York.

Forest Hills, N. Y., September 6.— 
William M. Johnston and Maurice BE. 
McLoughlin, both of San Francisco, 
won the right today to play for the 
United States tennis singles champion- 
ship here tomorrow by defeating R. 
Norris Williams II. and T. KR. Pell, re- 
spectively. : 

Johnson eliminated R. Norris Wil- 
liams II., of Philadelphia, 5-7, 6-4, 5-4, 
6-2, 6-2, and McLoughlin put out T. &. 
Pell, of New York, at @2, 6-9, (-0. 

McLoughlin’s victory was generally 
predicted, for the famous Davis cup 
Player has outrankKed his opponent for 
several years, but Johnston's defeat of 
Williams was the biggest upset in a 
Mational tournament for several sca- 
sons. The young Californian, sixth in 
the 1914 ranking, while Williams was 
No. 2, won his victory by superior play. 
He out-aced and .out-placed the 
foreign-coached champion, while his 
errors in total were a trifle less than 
those made by Williams. 

Stroke Analysis. 


A stroke analysis for the entire 
match shows seven service aces for 
Johnston as against five for Williams. 
In placement shots the Californian 
made 60 to Williams’ 42. The victor 
drove out of court 59 times to the 
loser’s 50, but retrieved himself by 
holding his netted ball to 40 against 
Williams’ 46. Williams also was guilty 
of 12 double faults as against John- 
ston’s five. 4 

It was not alone to his steadiness 
that Johnston's victory was due, for 
the 19-year-old-Californian outgen- 
eralled and outmaneuvered the playing- 
through champion. He appeared to 
have discovered weaknesses in Wil- 
liams’ play which others could not 
diagnose. 

Johnston fought his way to the net 
in the manner that McLoughlin made 
famous a few years ago, anu once there 
returned the ball at a constantly vary-

McLoughlin Kept Pell continually on 
the run trom corner to corner, or from 
base line to net.

A victory over Johnston tomorrow 
will give McLoughlin permanent pos- 
session of the massive silver challenge 
bowl emblematic of the national cham- 
pionship.
